ALIAES CONTINUE TO GAIN.

On the ,western frant, the 
British, French and Americans 
have continued to make further 
slight gains against the Ger- 
mans; in the Italian theater, 
both the British and Italians 
have scored successes, while tn 
Asiatic Turkey, the British have 
captured Aleppo in Syria and 
are driving ahead on both banks 
of the Tigris in Mesopotamia, 
with the Turks unable to check 
them.

“Unity of command in Europe 
be backed up with unity of 
nd and action in America. 

The President, who is Chief of the 
army and navy of the United States 
must not have the authority divided 
in the United States between the 
Congress en the one hand and him- 
self on the other. We must pre- 
serve unity in America if we are 
to méintain victories on the front 
and gain the kind of peace for 
which America fights. 

“The only way to secure continued 
unity of command in America is 
to return a Congress which is will- 
ing to support the President fully 
and such a Congress must be com- 
posed of a majority in full sympathy 
with his views, policies and ideals.”

Back to the Rhine the Huns are trek- | 
king; back to that great waterway pro- 
tected for a part of its course by cliffs of 
granite, and elsewhere by Moragses

Fighting stub- 
bornly at some points, at ethers dejectedly, 
the legions that crashed like shining cata- 
paults across the French and Belgian bor- 
ders in 1914 are filtering dejectedly back 
That such was not the plan of the German 
General Staff is revealed by the desperate 
resistance which the Allies have encoun- 


Within the last ten days. _— : 

For four days last week the German Ifne 
actually held and there were surface indi- 
cations that the great Hun war machine 
had found itself again. The British forces 
Were met before Valenciennes with a stub- 
bornness that recalled the German resist- 
ance on the Somme in 1917. 
the south picked German divisions lunged 
back savagely at the American forces ad- 
vancing along the Meuse.

eftry into the war. 

Just what toll the Germans exacted has 
not yet been ascertained; but the latest 
cables reveal that the Americans have 
forced their way across the Meuse at a 
fumber of points, that they are in actual 
possession of the greater portion of Bour 
gogne wood, and that the Huns are again 
retiring. The advance between Sedan and 
Metz bas proceeded to a point where it 
threatens to outflank that great Lorraine 
fortress itself.

Considering the lateness of the season 
and the attendant unfavorable weather con- 
ditions, the gains made by the Aliies ap- 
Proach the phenometal.
